Washington, D. C., March 27.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has given another evi- 
dence of the directness and honesty of his 
methods in dealing with matters of public 
policy by declaring officially that if it be- 
comes necessary to secure reciprocity witn 
Cuba he will not hesitate to call congress 
in extra session before the regular meeting 
day in December. 

It was said at the state department today 
that the president had communicated his 
intentions to the government of Cuba ana 
had informed President Palma that if the 
Cuban congress would accept the reciprocity 
treaty as amended by the United States, he 
(President Roosevelt) thereupon would call 
for an extra session of congress to put the 
treaty into effect at once. 

It was an extraordinary pledge to make 
to a foreign nation, but President Roosevelt 
did not hesitate to do it, and it Is there- 
fore admitted at the state deparment that 
if the Cubans are wise enough to accept 
the treaty as it now stands congress will 
be called in extra session and the whole 
matter will be disposed of before the first 
Monday in December. 

The state department has gone farther 
than this, because it has sent a hint to Presi- 
dent Palma that if the treaty is amended in 
any way by the government of Cuba the 


president will not only feel not justified in 


calling an extra session, but there will be 
every reason to believe that the treaty will 
fail entirely.

| Before the senate adjourned President Roose- 


velt was advised by a number of the most 
trusted of the party leaders that if it was 
proposed to make a reduction in duty effective 
on the present crop of Cuban sugar it would 
be necessary to have the treaty ratified and 
in operation some time before the holidays. 
This of course would mean an extra session 
of. congress, because the house has to be 
organized all over again with a new speaker 
and a new list of committees. The ways and 
means committee in particular has been 
decimated and win require a large amount 
of new blood from the republican side. 

It was first thought, therefore, that an 
extra session would have to be held along 
about Oct. 1. This was bitterly opposed by 
the stand patters, who were afraid the 
extra session would be made the medium for 
an attack on the tariff, more especially be- 
cause the subject of reciprocity with Cuba 
would make almost any tariff amendment 
more or less germane, at least enough so for 
purposes of debate. P 

Later on it was suggested to the president 


as a compromise that if an extra session was 
not called until about a month before the 
time for the regular session there would be 


time enough to dispose of the Cuban treaty 
by itself, but not time enough for a general 
tariff debate. 

In addition to that it was represented to him 
that the Cuban treaty itself might be held 
up in the senate if it came in contact with 
general business, as the democrats might like 
to make it an issue in the coming national 
campaign. In this promise of an extra ses- 
sion made to the Cubans, therefore, President 
Roogevelt had in mind this compromise sug- 
gestion to call an extra session for the first 
week in November, and it was this which he 
embodied in his pledge to President Palma. 


There are obvious r ns why the Cubans 
will endanger reciprocity entirely if they dot 
an “i” or cross a “t” in the treaty as 
amended by the senate. Any amendment 
they may make will have to be submitted to 
the senate of the United States and must be 
ratified by a two-thirds vote. 

It is more than Coubtful whether two-thirds 
of the senate can be induced again to vote 
Cuban reciprocity under any circumstances. 
If the treaty is not touched in Havana it can 
be put into effect by a simple joint resolution, 
and this will require only a majority vote in 
either branch of congress, and some authori- 
ties believe that the matter need not be sub- 
mitted to the senate again, but can be done by 
a mere resolution in the house of representa- 
tives, although this is not probable. 

In spite of adverse reports from Havana, 
the state department has been confident that 
the treaty would be ratified there as amend- 
ed in Washington, and on this account the 
members of the senate and the house gener- 
ally have been notified to arrange their plans 
80 as to be free to get back to Washington 
some time after Oct. 5 and before Nov. 10.

GATCHBEPTORS IN A MAZE 


NEW YORK POLICE RAID A rs. 
TERIOUS POOLROOM. 


Detectives, Disguised as Truck. Driv- 
ers, Hold a Orowd at Bay with 
Drawn Revelvers, While Others 
Break Down a Series of Doors—Fi- 
nally Chop a Hole in the Fleer and 
Drop Down Into the Resort—Queer 
System of Belle and Buzzers. 


New York, March 27. — [Special.] — New 
York detectives disguised as truck drivers 
and longshoremen raided a cunningly for- 
tified poolroom today and after penetrating 
a maze of windowleag rooms, breaking down 
several doors, and chopping a hole in a floor, 
arrested the proprietor and eleven of his as- 
sistants. A number of telephones, electric 
bells, buzgzers, and racing card sheets were 
seized. 

The poolroom was in acellar under a saloon 
at 34 West Third street. It is one of the most 
Angeniously concealed places ever raided 
by the police here. Entrance to the room was 
through the saloon. At the end-of the bar a 
man stood, whose duty it was to ring an 
electric bell whenever any one started down- 
stairs. Downstairs a guard stood at a heavy 
iron door, and if he recognized the newcomer 
as a regular patron he slipped a telephone 
plug in at a side door and by means of a 
small telephone sent word to the guards in- 
side, who were stationed at other iron doors, 
all of which had to be passed before the pool- 
room could be entered, 

Hidden in Maze“ of Rooms. 

Altogether five rooms had to be entered be- 
fore a man could reach the poolroom. Fach 
of these five rooms had several doors lead- 
ing to other windowless rooms, and each of 
these side rooms were also supplied with 
several doors, making an almost inextricable 
“maze to the uninitiated. 

When the raid began today Detective Ser- 
geants Kerr and Fogarty, disguised as 
truck drivers, had already succeeded in de- 
ceiving the guards and in gaining admittance 
to the poolroom. At 4 o’clock Detectives 
Vallely and Collins, dressed as longshore- 
men, walked into the saloon. One of them 
grabbed the electric bell man and thus pre- 
vented him from giving the alarm, while the 
other ran downstairs and seized the outside 
guard. | 

Raiders Armed with Axes. 

Then the raiders, armed with axes and 
crowbars, tried to batter down the door at 
the foot of the stairs. They could only dent 
it. The partition at the side of the stairway 
was then broken down, but the raiders only 
found themselves in the maze. They 
chopped down other doors, but the more 
they chopped the deeper into the maze they 
found themselves. 


using axes and crowbars industriously for 
fifteen minutes, made a hole four feet 
square in the floor and opening directly 
into the poolroom. Through the opening 
the raiders dropped into the center of a 
crowd of a hundred men, who were being 
held at bay by Kerr and Fogarty with drawn 
Room Elaborately Furnished. 

The raiders found the room elaborately 
fitted, the floor spread with rugs, pictures 
hung on the walls, and the furniture im- 
posing. The place was lighted by electricity. 
One section of the room was partitioned off 
as a private office, and behind the partition 
the manger of the place worked. ’ 

Bill!“ Bailey and eleven others were ar- 
rested as doorkeepers, sheet writers, and 
clerks. One of the prisoners, Patrick J. 
Carey, is said to be the manager. He had 
$1,400 in his pocket.

Three Coaches Leave the Rails on North-

An open switch caused the motor car ofa 
south bound Northwestern elevated express 
train to jump the track just south of the Ful- 
lerton avenue station yesterday afternoon.

MOB HURLS EGGS: 
ACTORS IN PANIC, 


“MeFadden’s Row of Flats” 
Is Attacked in New Star 
Theater, New York, by 
200 Irishmen. 


HOUSE IN GREAT UPROAR. 


All Plays Ridiculing Irish Peo- 
ple to Meet a Similar Fate. 
Police Called and Ar- 
rest Four Men. 


New York, March 27.—[Special.]—The 
actors in the musical farce, ‘“‘McFadden’s 
Row of Flats,“ playing at the New Star 
theater, were driven off the stage tonight 
by some 200 Irishmen, who hurled several 
bushels of rotten eggs and decayed vegeta- 
bles at them. The storm of missiles was 
accompanied by yells of derision from the 
Irishmen, whose ire had been roused by the 
caricature of their race, which is the prin- 
cipal feature of the play. 

The rotten egging of MeFadden's Row 
of Flats had been planned carefully by 
members of the Clan na Gael and the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, reinforced by members 
of the Greater New York Irish Athletic asso- 
ciation. The prime movers of the attack 
are the same men who protested some years 
ago against giving Irish names to the mon- 
keys in Central park. 


Trouble at Previous Performance. 

A week ago tonight, when the farce was 
being played at the Fourteenth Street thea- 
ter, a number of men hissed the performers 
roundly and were ejected from the theater. 
Manager Hollis E. Cooley was notified that 
he would get into trouble if he continued to 
give his play either in New York or anywhere 
else round about. 

Two hundred seats in the orchestra circle 
of the new Star theater and the gallery were 
bought this morning, and at 8 o’clock tonight 
200 Irishmen marched in, In the pockets of 
each man were four eggs, or a total of 800. 
Some of them carried vegetables in their 
hats. For the first half hour there was no 
demonstration, the Irishmen waiting until 
they could get the principal actors on the 
stage together. These were Arthur White- 
law, who plays Tim McFadden, a ward poll- 
ticlan; Mary Donahue, who plays Mrs. Mur- 
phy, queen of McFadcden's Flats; and James 
Brady, who plays Kerrigan, an Irish police- 
man. Miss Donahue comes*on the stage in 
a cart drawn by a donkey and guided by 
Brady. On the stage she is met by Whitelaw 
in a scene laid in the Five Points, and the 
principal place shown is a saloon. 

The Irishmen say the donkey and cart rep- 


the pig which runs in and out of the house 
and is pursued by Kerrigan is an insult to 
every decent Irishman, and the scene in the 
Five Points, with Irish women running in and 
out of the saloon is Cisgraceful. 


Eggs Begin to Fly. 

But they didn’t wait for the 
Just as Miss Donohue came on the stage in 
her donkey cart a tall man about ten rows 
back from the stage rose in his place, took 
a whistle from his pocket, and blew a shrill 
blast. Everybody in the house looked around 
to see what it meant, and the performers on 
the stage faltered in their lines. The man 
blew a second blast on his whistle. A mo- 
ment later and an egg went sailing through 
the theater and struck the scenery right 
over Miss Donohue’s head. Immediately the 
air was full of missiles and yells, “ Giveitto 
‘em! Let em go. More eggs for the dirty 
loafers.“ 

Then a man in the gallery bawled “ Fire! 
Fire! Fire!“ 

Miss Donohue dodged about wildly for a 
moment as she saw eggs and vegetables com- 
ing from all parts of the house, but White- 
law quickly grabbed her by the hand and 
led her off the stage. Brady led the donkey 
off, but not before the cart had been hit in 
a dozen places. 

Pandemonium Breaks Loose. 

The excitement in the house was tremen- 
dous. Women were screaming and men 
began trying to climb over the backs of their 
seats. At this juncture Miss Donohue and 
Whitelaw came back on the stage and began 
to shout their lines at each other. 

Things were lively in the gallery, where, 
just before the egg throwing began, a man 
accidentally set fire to his coat pocket by 
igniting a match. The smell of burning 
cloth and yells of Fire sent the people 
fighting each other up and down the aisles. 
The ushers stopped the rush after a few 
minutes. 

Meanwhile the 200 Irishmen, having done 
their work, tried to leave the theater in a 
body. Manager William T. Keogh of the 
theater, however, shut the doors and sum- 
moned two policemen, who made four ar- 
rests. | 

Taken to the Station. 

The men arrested were taken to the station, 
where they were followed by friends cheer- 
ing lustily. They said they were John O. 
Flynn, Benjamin Cavanaugh, James A. 
Cooney, and Martin O’Boyle. A little later 
Roundsman Robert Mills came in with Mich- 
ael J. O’Brien. Mills arrested O’Brien on 
the complaint of a number of persons who 
say they saw him throwing eggs. O'Brien's 
arrest was only accomplished when he had 
been dragged around the floor of the theater 
several times. At the police station he want- 
ed to kill Mills and threatened him with the 
vengeance of the Clan-na-Gael. 


Will Mob Similar Plays. 

James J. Bryarty, who declared he was one 
of the leaders of the egg throwing crowd, 
and several others gave out statements to 
the effect that McFadden’s Row of Flats 
and all similar plays would be mobbed here 
and all over the country wherever plays of 
this kind appear. They would be driven out 
by the Clan-na-Geel and kindred societies, 
which have taken up the work through their 
national organizations.

Hindered by ammonia fumes, firemen 
fought a blaze early this morning that de- 
stroyed a block of bulidings extending from 
Green to Peoria street on the north side of 
Fulton street. The blowing up of an am- 
monia carboy, followed by several other sim- 
lar explosions, caused the fire and injured 
two men, one of whom probably will dle. 

The buildings were the property of the Ful- 
ton Market company and were occupied prin- 
cipally by market firms. The loss to build- 
ings and contents will exceed $225,000, most 
of which is covered by Insurance. 


The Injured. 


HETZER, WILLIAM J., engineer of the Fulton 
market refrigerator plant; injured by explosion 
and inhaled ammonia fumes; taken te County 
hospital; may die. 

GORDON, HARRY, fireman, 51 South Halsted 
street; injured by explosion; taken to County 
The explosion occurred just before mid- 

night. The carboy was in the refrigerator 

plant at the rear of 18 Fulton street. The 
cause has not been established, but is sup- 
posed to have been reduced steam pressure. 

The crash of the great tank was followed by 

three other explosions and a few moments 

later the rear of the building was burning 
flercely. | 

Hetzer and his assistant had been near a 
door opening to an alley and were blown to 
the entrance, where they were found lying 
unconscious by Policeman Simsrott of the 

Desplaines street station patrol wagon, 

which had been hurried to the fire. 


Firemen Balked by Fumes. 

At the same time the police arrived to find 
the two men hurt, the fire department ap- 
peared on the scene. An alarm had been 
turned in by occupants of a nearby saloon, 
who rushed in a panic to the street upon 
hearing the explosion. 

When the first fire company arrived the 
fumes of the escaping ammonia were stifling, 
and several firemen almost collapsed as they 
approached the buildings. They were una- 
ble to check the spread of the flames, and 
further calls were sent in for engines. 

The buildings were a row of two story 
brick structures, erected separately. The 
second floor of almost all of them was occu- 


tory, and passageways and chutes had been 
cut from one section to another. The fire 
spread more rapidly by the means thus af- 
forded. Within fifteen minutes after the 
first alarm the whole block was on fire, 


. Attracts Many Spectetors. 
Hundreds of spectators were attracted by 
the explosions and the spectacular blaze, 
but until the fumes had been dissipated they 
were unable to approach within a block of 
the fire.

Wheén the firemen gave up hope of saving 
any part of the building they devoted them- 
selves to protecting neighboring structures. 
The whole row was well wrecked by 2 a, m.

Fireman Tells of It. 

The refrigerating plant in which the fire 
originated is in the rear of 18 Fulton street 
and supplies cold storage tor the many firms. 
In the day time three men are employed in 
the plant, and these are relieved at night by 
two others—the men injured. 

Fireman Gordon was able to tell later 
something of how the fire started. He said 
the engineer had just started the machinery 
forcing cold air through the buildings when 
one of the ammonia condensers exploded. 
The gas is supposed to have caught fire from 
the furnace and the flames were carried 
through tunnels into Swift & Co.’s and Hess 
& Co.’s markets. 

On Dec. 20, last year, the buildings on the 
south side of the same block, also the prop- 
erty of the Fulton Market company and 
occupled by packing firms, was almost de- 
stroyed by a fire, which also started at mjd- 
night. The loss to the company and occu- 
pants at that time exceeded $150,000. It 
quickly was rebuilt and the firms reinstalled.

May Withdraw Land Bill. 

There is already a growing demand i 
unionist and conservative ranks for the with- 
drawal of the land bill because of the carp- 
ing spirit shown by the Irish leaders. The 
British taxpayers, already smarting undér 
the burden of a heavy war debt, are showing 
a disposition to resent the land bill. 

John Redmond’s uncertain attitude is giv. 
ing the Balfour ministry great anxiety: Lass 
ly the nationalists have consistently support- 
ed the government. Last night, however, 
they voted against it. 

Active opposition to the land bill from any 
quarter will wreckit. It is a measure of such 
complexity that its only chance of existends 
dies in the doubtful possibility of all parties 
consenting to accept it in a generous spirit” 


New Light on Land Bill. 

The full text of the land bill was made pub 
lic last evening for the first time. It re 
veals many features not touched upon by 
Secretary Wyndham when he introduced 
the bill last Wednesday. Some of these fea- 
tures may be summarized as follows: 

Persons who may purchase holdings end 
obtain the necessary loans are a tenant o& 
an estate, the son of such tenant, or a person 
who had been a tenant within twenty years, 
that is, an evicted tenant. 

The amount of money to be advanced t 
any one purchaser is limited to $2,500, except

well as a complete holding. 


How Lands Are Sold. | 
The machinery by which peasant prop“ 
etors are to come into existence Is: . 
The landlord first asks the estates come 
mission to inquire Into the circumstances 
of his estate with a view to its sale.” Then 
the price is estimated, and within a pre 
scribed time the owner must agree to sell at 
the estimated price. Three-fourths of the 
tenants on the estate—three-fourths in num- 
ber and rateable value—must agree to the | 
purehase, except where the lord lieutenant 
for special reasons dispenses with that lime 
itation. The next step is the purchase and 
taking over of the estate by the estates com 
mission and its resale to the tenant. Tie 
commission is never to have on hand through 
the process of transfer land exceeding in ea 
ital value $25,000,000. 


Tenants May Choose Lands. 

Tenants may purchase enlarged holdings 
or give up their old holdings and purchase 
others, Holdings within the limits of towns 
are excluded by the bill. 

Section 17 will probably be resisted to the 
utmost by the Irish party. It provides that 
where one-fourth of the tenants, or, in cer 
tain cases, just under one-half, refuse t 
purchase, the right to have fair rents fixed 
under Gladstone’s act will be taken away 
from them. This is for the purpose of put- 
ting the screws on them and compelling them 
to join the majority. 

Section 22 wipes out arrears of rent en- 
cept in regard to a one year lease. A sum 
equal to that is to be paid to the rightful 
owner out of the purchase money. 


Must Be Agricultural Lands. 

The commissioners are not permitted te” 
purchase estates which are not mainly he 
cultural or pastoral. Thus Killarney 
exempt under this clause, 

In cases of untenanted estates purchaped 
by the commissioners they are empowered 
to execute the necessary works of improves 
ment, which tremendously enlarges the seope 
of the commission's expenditure. The 
mission is empowered to declare subtenants 
to be tenants of any holding occupied by 
them, which will vastly benefit hundreds. 

Proof of Wyndham’s Fairness. 

The text of the Irish land bill, which ts 
now published, shows how scrupulously fais 
and clear Secretary Wyndham's introduc. 
tory speech was in regard to all the main 
features of the scheme. Several secondary 
but important points had, however, to be 
omitted by the Irish secretary in condensing 
his speech to reasonable limits. The na« 
tionalists will be glad to see that evictea 
tenants are not excluded from the scope of 
the bill, for the persons who may purchase 
their holdings and obtain necessary loans 
are not only the present tenants but any 
persons who may have been tenants with 
twenty years. 

Section 17 will, however, in all probebilits 
be resisted to the utmost by the Irish party. 
It provides that where one-fourth of thé 
tenants, or, in certain cases, just under one 
half, refuse to purchase an estate, the right 
to have fair rents as fixed under the Glad- 
stone act is to be taken away from them. 
This evidently is designed to put a screw 
on them to make them join the majority, 
which is desirous of purchase. In a sense 
this function makes the bili one for com 
pulsory purchase from a landlord wishing te 


sell. 
As to Mineral Rights. 

Fishing, shooting, and mineral rights, 
which are ainong the most controversial, 
will be vested in the commissioners when 
an estate is purchased and can be disposed 
of as the commissioners decide. 

The commissioners are also empowered 
to determine boundary and other disputes 
between the proprietors of holdings under 
the bill. 

The commission has the first claim to pure 
chase bankrupt estates and can resell them 
to tenants or use portions of them for the 
repatriation of evicted tenants. The latter 
point is regarded as being one of the most. 
vital features of the bill.

Young Woman Who Says Her Name 
Is Mary Butler Tries to Die, and It 
Is Thought That a Love Affair 
Prompted Her Action, Although She 
Declares She Feared She Was About 
to Lose Her Employment—Engage- 
ment Ring on Her Finger. 


Steps are being saben by the agricultural 
department to rehabilitate the flax industry 
in Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
‘North Dakota, and other states of the middle 
and northwestern sections of the country. 
For years this industry thrived, the annual 
product being valued at about $20,000,000, but 
recently the flax plants began to wilt, and in 
Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin, and Minnesota the 
industry has been abandoned. For'a long 
time it was supposed that certain properties 
of the soil which produced flax were ex- 
hausted, but an investigation by experts of 
the agricultural department developed that 
all the properties necessary to produce flax 
were still present in the soll, and it was dis- 
_covered that disease was responsible,for the 
blight in the flax industry. „ 
It was found that a fungus attacked the 
roots of the plant. The first year it was no- 
ticed that the yield of flax had fallen off to 
a considerable extent. The second yedr the 
yield was still smaller, and during the third 
year there was a more marked decline. In 
the fourth year it ceased to be profitable to 
produce flax, and the fifth year the plants 
died. 

It was explained by the expert of the de- 
partment that this fungus disease attacked 
the roots and crowded out the water which 
was necessary to the life and productiveness 
of the flax plants. At the same time it was 
discovered that wherever this fungus ap- 
peared in the soil it was impossible to use the

On her finger, as she spoke, was a heavy 
gold band engagement ring, which is taken 
by the police to mean that fear of losing her 
employment, if, in fact, she had any, did 
not inspire the attempt at suicide. 

We have been forced to abandon our at- 
tempt to learn further of the girl, said Miss 
Schultz, superintendent of the hospital, last 
night. She evades our questions and just 
now her condition, though not alarming, 
forbids mental excitement.” 


Pretty and Wears Jewels. 
The girl is not more than 20 -years old. 
Her features are regular, her hair is dark, 
and she weighs about 120 pounds. 
Those who carried her into Felix Wheeler's 
drug store, 6062 State street, noted that she 
“wore earrings of turquoise surrounded by 
diamond chips. An examination of the 
finger ring failed to disclose any clew to her 
identity, and on her handkerchief were no 
initials.

Starts as Bricklayer’s Apprentice, 


Born in Sodus, Wayne county, N. Y., in 
1829, of parents who were able to give him a 
start in life, he was kept in school until he 
was 15 years of age. Then his parents met 
with financial reverses and he was forced to 
start out for himself. His first employment 
was as an apprentice to a.brickmaker in 
Rochester. He served out his time and then 
became a bookkeeper in a flour mill. He soon 
acquired an interest in the business. 
Attracted by the opportunities in the west 
he came to Chicago in 1855, after a short time 
spent in Buffalo. In this city he became the 
western representative of David Dows & Co., 
a New York grain and commission house. 
He joined the board of trade in that year, 
when that institution was only seven years 
old, and remained one of its leading members 
for nearly fifty years. * 


Big Deals on Board of Trade. 


The board of trade was housed at that time 
in what was called the shanty,“ a frame 
building abutting on, the south branch of the 
Chicago river not far from Madison street. 
B. P. Hutchinson, Sidney Kent, Asa Dow, 
and Mr. Fairbank were among the largest 
operators on the exchange. Mr. Fairbank’s. 
t big deal was in September wheat in 
2. The price reached $1.60, the second 
highest price ever known on the board. The 
deal was a failure, but those concerned in it 
paid up in full. In the year following and in 
still other years Mr. Fairbank took part in 
successful deals. 
Mr. Fairbank became interested in the 
making of lard arid cottolene through buy- 
ing into the firm of Smedley, Peck & Co. This 
firm became in time N. K. Fairbank & Co., 
Joseph Sears and W. H. Burnett being taken 
into the concern. The firm did an extensive 
business for years and until it was sold out 
to the first cotton seed oil trust. In order to 
keep his name, however, the company paid 
Mr. Fairbank $1,000 a month as nontinal 
president of the Chicago concern. 


Aids Public Building Projects. 


Just after the Chicago fire George B. Car- 
peftter went to Mr. Fairbank with plans for 
a new music hall, which was badly needed. 
Mr. Fairbank started the subscription with 
$25,000 for himself, and personally secured 
many of the contributions which finally built. 
the Central music hall. A few years later, 
when another musical need of Chicago de- 
veloped, he personally offered to subscribe 
$100,000 if $900,000 more should be raised. 
This offer stood for several Years and was 
finally dropped before the project for the 
present Auditorium was started. 
Mr. Fatrbank was a director in the Com- 
mercial National bank and of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad company. He 
was also interested in the construction of a 
railroad in Arizona, now a part of the Santa 
Fé system. 
When the Chicago club was looking for a 
permanent home, in 1874, he practically built 
the structure opposite the Palmer house, in 
Monroe street, where this club and subse- 
quently the Columbus club were housed. Of 
the total cost $85,000 was borne by the mem- | 
bers and $50,000 by Mr. Fairbank himself. 
In recognition of his efforts the Chicago club 
elected him its president for thirteen suc- 
cessive years.

RETURNS TO ROMAN FAITH 


MISSING EX-PRIEST REPORTED TO 
BE IN MONASTERY. 


Atter Nearly Fitty Years Outside the 
Church the Rev. C. La Fontaine, 
Who Had Become a Presbyterian, 
Married, and Raised a Family, 
Leaves All and Again Embraces 
Catholicisam—Believed to Be in Ca- 
nadian Refuge. 


After nearly fifty years outside the fold of 
the Roman Catholic church, during which 
period he was ordained as a Presbyterian 
minister, was married, and raised a family, 
the Rev. C. La Fontaine, an ex-priest, at 
the age of 75 years has returned to his old 
faith and left all else behind. 

This is the explanation given for the disap- 
pearance of Father La Fontaine, who came 
to Chicago from his home in St. Anne, near 
Kankakee, last December, and apparently 
dropped out of sight. He is believed to be 
confined in some monastery in Canada, there 
to do penance for the remaincer of his days, 
as he had been excommunicated after accept- 
ing the Protestant faith. 

Father La Fontaine became a convert to 
the teachings of the Rev. Father Chininquy 
when that celebrated ex-Catholic priest was 
in Canada. He followed Chininquy to St. 
Anne, taught for several years in a parochial 
school, and then was ordained as a Presby- 
terian preacher. ‘ 


Officiates in Presbyterian Church. 


He officiated in the St. Anne Presbyterian 
church for many years, and finally resigned 
to open the largest store in the village. He 
became rich, married into one of the most 
aristocratic families of the picturesque little 
French-Canadian town, and was the father 
of two daughters. One of these is Mrs. L. 
Blanchette, teacher of music in St. Anne, 
and the other is Mrs. L. E. Scott, wife ofa 
Denver capitalist. 

Though he prospered beyond his most san- 
guine expectations, it was always evident 
to the close friends of Father La Fontaine 
that his mind was not easy and that he 
yearned for the old faith, and he has been 
known to express regret because he left the 
church. 

This feeling became so intense that he left 
his home in St. Anne three months ago, and 
without giving any one the slightest hint of 
his intention came to Chicago and held a 
conference with his son-in-law, L. Blan- 
chette, a photographer and a Catholic. Mr. 
Blanchette lives at St. Anne, but is at pres- 
ent in Chicago, stopping at the St. Nicholas 
hotel, 202 Washington street. 

Story by Son-in-Law. 

Three months ago Mr. La Fontaine came 
to Chicago on business,“ said Mr. Blanchette 
yesterday, and for a few days visited with 
me at the hotel. Then he met a nephew of 
his who eame from Canada. I do not remem- 
ber the name. This nephew invited him to 
take a month's trip through Canada, and as 
it would cost nothing he accepted. Mr. La 
Fontaine wrote to his wife at St. Anne, and 
I read the letter, explaining that he had this 
chance to make the trip and that he would 
be back in four or five weeks. 

After that we heard nothing from him for 
a month, when he sent a letter to me, just 
inelosing another to his wife, which he 
wanted me to address so they would not see 
his handwriting in the postoffice at home. 
There was no other message. I heard from 
my wife that the inclos said he had en- 
tered a refuge, that it had long been his 
desire, and now he had the chance to fol- 
low it.”’ 

No one knows where Father La Fontaine 
is beyond that he is in Canada. The letter 
received by Mr. Blanchette was postmarked 
„Quebec,“ but there are several monasteries 
within reach of that city. The family hopes 
to locate him before long, and some ce the. 
relations believe he is being detained con- 
trary to his wish. 

Mr. Blanchette in a letter to his wife told 
her and his mother-in-law of the purpose of 
Mr. La Fontaine to reénter the fold of the 
Catholic church, there to do penance until 
the end. Aside from theone letter the family 
has heard nothing from the missing man.

Ald. Frank I. Bennett, chairman of the 
special committee on local transportation 
of the city counci!! of Chicago, and Ald. Fore- 
man of the same committee, arrived ‘in 
Springfield this morning to urge immediate 
consideration of Senator Mueller’s bill to 
authorize cities to own and operate street 
railways. They brought with them some 
amendments which, they say, if adopted will 
settle all controversies. . 

Mr. Stewart yesterday telegraphed Mr. 
Lindly, chairman of the house committee 
on municipal corporations, as follows: 

“Chicago, March 19038.—The Hon. 
Cicero J. Lindly, Springfield, III.: The peo- 
ple of Chicago are anxious that the legisla- 
ture shall pags enabling act at earliest mo- 
ment. I hope you will use every endeavor 
and influence to hasten and urge legislation 
in lower house. GRAEME STEWART.” 
Mayor Harrison wired Ald. Bennett as fol- 
lows late yesterday afternoon: |

Amendments to Be Offered. 

Both Bennett and Foreman were disap- 
pointed upon arriving at Springfield to find 
that the senate had practically adjourned 
for the week. The amendments to the bill 
which they hoped to have adopted are three 
in number, and were frame by Edwin Burritt 
Smith and John C. Mathis, special counsel 
for the city on the transportation question. 

The first amendment does not strike out 
any portion of the bill, but inserts the fol- 
lowing in section 1: It shall be lawful for 
the city coundil of any city to make a grant, 
containing such reservation, for either the 
construction or operation, or both the con- 
struction and operation of a street railway in, 
upon, and along any of the streets or public 
ways therein, or portions thereof, in which 
street railway tracks are already located 
at the time of the making of such grant, 
without the petition or consent of any of the 
owners of the land abutting or fronting upon 
any street or public way, or portion thereof, 
covered by such grant.“ 

The second amendment strikes out the pro- 
vision in section 1 that no bonds shall be 
issued against the credit of any such city 
for the purpose of constructing or acquiring 
street railways, unless the proposition to 
issue such bonds shall first have been sub- 
mitted to the electors of such city and ap- 
proved by two-thirds voting thereon, and in- 
serts the following: 

“For the purpose of acquiring street rail- 
ways either by purchase or construction as 
provided for in this act, or for the equipment 


borrow money and issue its negotiable bonds 
therefor, pleding the faith and credit of the 
city; but no such bonds shall be iesued un- 
less the proposition to issue the same shall 
first have beén submitted to the electors of 
such city and approved by two-thirds voting 
thereon.”’ 


Provides for Certificates. 

e third amendment strikes out all of 

on 2 of the bill and inserts the following: 
In lieu of issuing bonds pledging the faith 
and credit of the city, as provided for, in 
section 1 of this act, any city may issue and 
dispose of interest bearing certificates, to be 
known as street railway certificates,’ which 
shall under no circumstances be or become 
an obligation or liability of the city or pay- 
able out of any general fund thereof, but 
shall be payable solely out of a specified 
portion of the revenues or income to be de- 
rived from the street railway property for 
the acquisition of which they were issued. 

Whenever and as often as default shall 
be made in the payment of any street rail- 
way certificates issued and secured by a 
mortgage or deed of trust as aforesaid, or 
in the payment of the interest thereon, 
when due, and any such default shall have 
continued for the space of twelve months 
after notice thereof has been given to the 
mayor and financial officer of the city issu- 
ing such certificates, it shall be lawful for 
such mortgagee or trustee on request of 
the holder or holders of a majority in 
amount of the certificates issued and out- 
standing under such mortgage or trust deed, 
to declare the whole of the principal of 
all such certificates as may be outstand- 
ing, to be at once due and payable, and to 
proceed to foreclose such mortgage or 
deed of trust in any court of competent 
jurisdiction. | | 

At a foreclosure sale the mortgagee or 
the holders of such certificates may become 
purchaser or purchasers of the property 
and the rights and privileges sold if he or 
they be the highest bidders.” 

Attorneys Explain Changes. 

id. Bennett and Foreman also brought 
with thema letter from Attorneys Smith and 
Mathis explaining the proposed amendments 
as follows: 

‘* Chicago, March 23.—The Hon. Frank I. 
Bennett, Chairman of the Special Committee 
on Local Transportation of the City Coun- 
cil of the City of Chicago: In response to 
the request of your committee we have care- 
fully examined senate bill No. 40, now pend- 
ing before the general assembly of Illinois, 
entitled ‘A bill for an.act entitled an act to 
authorize cities to own and operate street 
railways.’ 

In the main we have found the provis- 
fons of the bill to be satisfactory for the 
purposes intended; but we are of the opin- 
ion that it would be materially strengthened 
by three amendments, which we herewith 
submit for your consideration: 

1. The poiht has been made that under 
existing laws a city cannot make any street 
railway grant without the petition of a por- 
tion of the owners of the property abutting 
upon the streets included therein. The first 
amendment is intended entirely to eliminate 
this question from all grants covering streets 
or devoted to street railway uses which are 
made in contemplation of future municipal 
‘ownership. | | 

“2. The second amendment is solely for 
the purpose of conferring upon a city direct 
and affirmative, instead of indirect or im- 
plied, power to issue negotiable bonds for the 
acquisiton of street railway property. 

3. Section 2, as it appears in the bill, un- 
doubtedly authorizes the issue of street rail- 
way certificates, payable solely out of the 
income of the street railway property ac- 
quired by a city and the execution of a mort- 
gage or deed of trust covering such property 
to secure the payment thereof. The mort- 
gage feature is regarded desirable to make 
such certificates marketable. : 

It is the evident intention to provide that 
such certificates. and any mortgage given to 
secure the same shall be beyond the opera- 
Mon of the provisions of the Illinois legisia- 
tion limiting the amount of indebtedness 
which can be incurred by a municipality. 

“The sole object of the third amendment 
is to eliminate, so far as possible, all ques- 
tions of doubt which have been expressed 
as to whether this intention has been fully 
accomplished. It consists of section 2 re- 
written after a careful examination of the 
latest decisions of the courts of this and

Representative Patterson Pays Unex- 
pected Visits and Will Make Report 
to the Legislature. 


Springfield, III., March 27.—Representative 
Patterson will present to the house on Mon- 
day a report covering the result of personal 
visits which he made to the penal and re- 
formatory institutions of the state, as chair- 
man of the committee on penal and reform-. 
atory institutions. 

In the opening paragraph of his report Mr. 
Patterson says that he made his visits to the 
institutions without having apprised the su- 
perintendents that he was coming. This, he 
said, he did because it frequently has 
been stated that the Institutions when noti- 
fied beforehand of an impending visit of the 


present a creditable appearance for the occa- 
sion and consequently their normal condi- 
tions were not always ascertained. , 

The report gives a comparative statement 
of the number of employés, with salaries, 
excluding board and lodging, and the number 
of inmates for the same months in the years 
1896, 1899, and 1002. The report also gives 
other statistics regarding the cost of the insti- 
tutions, but says that, owing to the lack of 
a uniform system of account keeping, it is 
almost impossible to compare the institu- 
tions. The two penitentiaries and the asylum 
for the criminal insane put an entire pay roll 
in one voucher. The Pontiac reformatory 
has a separate voucher in the state auditor's 
office for each separate employé each month. 

Mr. Patterson says that he asked the su- 
perintendent of the reformatory for his pay 
rolis for February, 1903, and July, 1901, but 
found him unwilling to furnish any facts 
except that the employés July 30, 1001, were 
103, and Feb. 28, 1903, were 105. On the other 
hand, he says that the warden and super- 
intendents at Joliet and Chester were willing 
to answer every question, and their books 
were in such condition that they could do so 
at a moment's notice. In this connection the 
report says: 

I believe the Illinois State Reformatory 
at Pontiac Is slightly run. Discipline should 
be more strictly enforced at a reform school 
than ata penitentiary; for the reform school 
boys may be made decent, while the case of 
the convict often is hopeless. Probably, in- 
deed, less in the way of discipline should be 
demanded of the criminal boy than the crim- 
inal man, but what is demanded should be 
more thoroughly exacted from the boy. 
Discipline may reform him. It only punishes 
the man and keeps him in temporary order.“ 

Mr. Patterson describes the discipline of 
the older boys at the reformatory as poor. 
In all of the shops he says a considerable 
percentage of the boys were loafing, while 
in some of them the great majority of them 
were doing so. In the schoolroom, he says, 
the boys lounged about in an invertebrze 
fashion, and he described some of the school- 
rooms as being dirty and littered with paper, 
shavings, and chalk. He also says the 
grounds of the institution are not well kept 
and that there is an air of slovenliness about 
the place. He says that there is a lack of 
uniformity among the employés and the 
discipline is described as variegated. 

A great deal of petty intrigue goes on 
among the employés, he says, and many of 
them continually are trying to induce their 
fel- 
lows. 

Mr. Patterson says that in spite of Supt. 
Mallory's refugal to furnish pay roll figures 
he had ascertained that a number of in- 
creases in salaries had been made since July, 
1901, and he Rives a list of them, furnished, 
he says, on unquestionable authority. Ap- 
pended to the report is a letter from Mr. Mal- 
lory in which he says that salaries paid em- 
ployés have not been increased. 

Concerning the Joliet penitentiary, Mr. 
Patterson says that the discipline is excel- 
lent and that the institution is standard in 
all the true respects. The cellhouse is an- 
tiquated and crowded, and the sanitary con- 
ditions are impaired by the institution's 
proximity to the steel works. 

Mr. Patterson says the discipline of em- 
ployés at Chester does not compare favora- 
bly with the conditions at Joliet, and that 
there is a certain lassitude and laziness 
among the employés and convicts. The asy- 
lum for the criminal insane is described as a 
disgrace to the state, but Mr. Patterson 
highly compliments the physician in charge, 
Dr. Walter E. Songer, who, he says, fills a 
difficult position ably. .

Mayor Harrison confesses that the streets 
and alleys are extremely dirty. His excuse 
is a lack of money. It will not be denied 


‘that the appropriations for street cleaning 


purposes, though as large as the means of 
7 e city justify, are too small. The mayor | 
not blamed because he does not keep the 
streets clean all the time, but because he 
does so much less with the money at his 
command than a business man would do.

RAILROAD OFFICERS INDICTED. 

The officers of the North Jersey Street 
railway company and the members of the 
executive committee of the board of direc- 
tors have been indicted for manslaughter. 
There was an accident at a grade crossing 
on the road last month and nine Newark 
school children were killed. The evidence 
given at the coroner’s inquest showed neg- 
lect on the part of subordinates whose duty 
it was to guard againet an accident at that 

In other states high railroad officials who 
have been indicted on account of fatal ac- 
cidents have been acquitted. It has been 
impossible to convince juries that they were 
directly responsible. It may be that a Jer- 
ed jury will be of the opinion that the offi- 

in this case are directly responsible. 
Even the members of the executive commit- 
tee must have known that the grade crossing 
where the children were killed was an ex- 
tremely dangerous one. Knowing that, it 
became their duty to order subordinates to 
be careful and to see that they obeyed orders. 
It is a question how far & railroad officer can 
escape responsibility w he gives a proper 
order but does not satay himself that it is 
executed. 

If the officers of the New Jersey electric 
road were to be she New the officials of 
other roads in the state, and perhaps in 
other states, would take warning and would 
take greater precautions than they do now 
‘against accidents. It might become plain 
to them that grade crossings with steam 
railroads inevitably aré unsafe and ought 
to be eliminated. It might occur to them 
that subordinates who have important du- | 
ties to attend to are not supervised quite so 
closely as they should he to make sure that 
they do not fail to live up to orders. Itis 
well that steam and electric railroad offi- 
cials should be held criminally responsible 
for preventable om toa greater extent 


than they are now.

LTHOUGH bicycling has to a great

The troubles in Macedonia arg likely to 
eventually terminate in the appointment of 
Prince Nicholas of Greece aa governor gen- 
eral—nominally a vassal of the sultan, in 
reality subject to the great powers, enjoy- 
ing, in fact, a position almost identical with 
that of his elder brother, George, the gov- 
ernor general of Crete. 

This will be a particularly appropriate ap- 
pointment. For, although we have been 
hearing, but little of the Greeks in Mace- 
-donia, yet they are more numerous than any 
other race in that turbulent province. The 
Greek element, in fact, is set down at about 
800,000, this being a conservative estimate, 
whereas it is doubtful whether the Slavs 
—that is to say, the Bulgars, the Servians, 
and the Christian Macedonlans—number as 
much as 500,000, while the Turks themselves 
in the province may also be set down at half 
a million. 

It may be added that the vast majority 
of the Christians in Macedonia acknowledge 
the spiritual supremacy of the Greek patri- 


arch at Constantinople. The predominance | 


of the Greeks in Macedonia is one which has 
been for some reason or other ignored until 
now by the press. And yet it is likely to go 

long way towards the settlement of the 

fficulties in connection with the province 
in the event of Prince Nicholas of Greece 
and his Muscovite wife, the Grand Duchess

This is indeed an age of religious tolera- 
tion which is almost inconceivable when 
one recalls the religious rivalries and ani- 
mosities of thirty and forty years ago. It 
was but the other day that we heard of the 
lord mayor of London, who is a professing 
Jew of the name of Marcus Samuel, presid- 
ing at the celebration of the centennial an- 
niversary of the foundation of the British 
and Foreign Bible society, and now invita- 
tions are out for the marriage of his daugh- 
ter on April 7 at the mansion house to Mr. 
Walter Levy. The wedding will be, of 
course, according to the Jewish rite, the 
chief rabbi of England being the celebrant, 
and it Will be the first occasion since London 
has been the capital of Great Britain—that 
is to say, for cansiderably over a thousand 
years—that a Jewish religious ceremony has 
taken place in the official residence of the 
chief of the mafropolis, 

Thanks to the new gen inaugurated by 
King Edward and to the restrictions which 
he has placed upon the indiscriminate at- 
tendance of people in court, the old scandal 
of presentations for pay so rampant during 
the late reign has gone out of existence. 
Formerly any woman who had been duly 
presented and whose presentation had not 
been publicly or privately canceled for mis- 
conduct or indiscretion, was not only free 
to attend any drawing room that she saw 
fit but likewise to present any one whom 
she would vouch for. The result was that 
quite a large number of impecunious women 
of title undertook the presentation of stran- 

gers—frequently wealthy American women 
and Australians—in return fora substantial 
fee. 

Now, however, that no woman can go to 
court without having received an invitation, 
it is impossible for any one to know with 
certainty whether she is going to receive 
or not, and

for a protégé. The result is that. the

Prince Dhuleep Singh some four years 
ago, at the time when financial difficulties 
commenced to accumulate, presented to 
his wife, Lady Ann Coventry, daughter of 
Lord and Lady Coventry, all the contents 
of Hockford hall, Norfolk, with the object 
of protecting them from his numerous cred- 
itors. They included not only valuable fur- 
niture but also plenty of costly bric-s krac, 
some of it presented by the late Queen Me- 
toria to the prince, who was her godson. 

The courts have now decided that at the 
time when the prince made the gift to his 
wife of all his belongings he was not 
in a solvent condition, and that the gift 
was invalid. All the belongings of the prince, 
therefore, who was adjudicated a bankrupt 
last September in England, will be sold 
by auction for the benefit of his creditors. 

But little sympathy is felt for Lady Ann 
Coventry, whose action in marrying an 
Indian prince of dusky hue was the subject 
of boundless disapproval. The prince is the 
eldest son of the late Maharajah Dhuleep 
Singh, who as a lad reigned over the Pun- 
jaub, and was as such the owner of the 
KohRinoor diamond, now one of the crown jew- 
els of the British sovereign and worn by 
Queen Alexandra on all state occasions. Both 
this diamond and the Punjaub were ceded 
to England by means of a treaty which pro- 
vided for the 8 of the mahara jah 
by England. ere was no obligation, how- 
ever, to continue the pension to any of his 
descendants, and the $40,000 or $50,000 which 
the British treasury has been paying every 
year to Prince Victor is not an obligation but 
an act of favor. That is why the English 
government does not feel disposed to do any- 
thing towards extricating the prince from his 
financial difficulties, which are attributable 
wholly to his ridiculous extravagance.

The foreign office Ust for 1903, just is- 
sued in London, contains the following new 
regulations for the diplomatic service, called 
forth by Sir Horace Rumbold’s entertaining 
** reminiscences "* of the time which he spent 
representing his country at the various courts 
of Europe. It is to the effect that: s 

Members of the diplomatic service must 
not Without the express permission of the 
secretary of state publish observations on 
or accounts of their experiences in the coun- 
tries in which they are or have been officially, 
employed, nor any information obtained by 
them in their diplomatic capacity. The ob- 
ligation of secrecy in regard to official ex- 
periences and information continues equally 
after their retirement from active service, 
and in the event of its being disregarded the 
secretary of state will bring the matter be- 
fore parliament, when the estimate providing 
for the pension of the official at fault is before 
the house of commons. The disclosure of in- 
formation acquired in an official capacity 
when such disclosure is contrary to the pub- 
lic interest is punishable under the so-called 
official secrets act of 1899 by both fine and 
imprisonment.’* 

That is to say, any ex-diplomat who, like 
Sir Horace, endeavors to add to his meager 
pension by publishing his reminiscences, 
either in magazine articles gr in book form, 
| will stand not only to forfeit his pension but 
| also expose himself to fine and to jail.

The wheat has béen grown only experi- 
mentally in this country except in a few 
places. Experiments indicate that the grain 
would be good as a hog food. Polish wheat 
could not be successfully grown anywhere 
east of the Mississippi river, but only in the 
great plains region, in Washington, Idaho, 
Montana, and other parts of the mountain 


grown. It has great resistance to drought. 
The department of agriculture has no seed 
of the grain in stock.

Traders Expected Higher Market Due 
to Announcement of Bond Retund- 
ing Plan of Secretary et Treasary 
and Were Disappointed—Two Large 
Private Banks Heavy Sellers—Break 
Caused by Weakness of Pennusylva- 
nia, New York Central, and St. Paul.

NEW YORK, March 27.—[Special.}—Near- 
ly all the rank and file in Wall street was 
prepared for a generally higher and stronger 
market today, and the consequence was that 
nearly all were woefully disappointed. Be- 
cause of the bond refunding plan of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, announced overnight, 
the expectation was that prices would open 
up, and finally, on short covering and invest- 
ment buying, would close in a blase of 
glory. 
The opening was strong, but there the ful- 
fillment of the expectations ceased. For no 
explained reason, that is in the way of spe- 
cific news, the market turned heavy after 
the first hour, and in the afternoon broke so 
badly that some parts of the list looked like 
an out and out collapse. Mf. 


Yet to explain the weakness there is noth- 
ing specifically new. There was some consid- 
erable selling for the short account during 
the day and by the professional element, but 
this selling did not represent the larger part 
of the day’s operations. There was heavy 
selling for the long account on genuine liqui- 
dation, 

Gossips have it that two of the largest pri- 
vate banking houses in the street were heavy 
sellers of stocks all through the day, and 
securities in which Standard Oil interests 
were reported only a day or two ago to be 
bullish were conspicuously weak, 

‘ 

Unquestionably the general market unset- 
tlement was hastened largely by the extreme 
weakness of three standard shares—Pennsyl- 
vania, New York Central, and St. Paul. In 
the case of Pennsylvania the law of sup- 
ply and-demand seems to play the largest 
part. The néw issue of $83,000,000 appears too 
much for the street to absorb at this level of 
prices and hence the declining tendency. 
Beyond this there is one other reason and 
that is the street has A good memory. Three 
years ago the Pennsylvania management re- 
fused to open the transfer office here or even 
to have the stock listed. The street was 
badly hit by this selling, though the com- 
pany made 40 per cent premium on $7,000,000 
of. stock, or $2,800,000. Now it is feared the 
company may be doing the same thing, sell- 
ing in the free market and letting the street 
take care of itself. It is pointed out that 
since the announcement of the issue the price 
of the stock has dropped 7 points, Which, on 
$280,000,00 of stock, represents a decline of 
$17,000,000, or more than twice as much as 
the entire total stock sold three years ago. 


Of the New York Central it could only be 
said that the selling seemed partly by in- 
vestors and party by bears. The argument 
is that a 5 per cent security, with $17,000,000 
additional new stock in sight, is too high. 
Above 125 there seemed to be no support for 
the stock except the shorts. The Gates in- 
terests make no concealment of the fact that 
they are bearish, and see nothing in the sit- 
uation to put the market up and much to put 
it down. Even on this level they say their 
experience is that when stocks are bought 
they come easy, and somebody appears only 
too willing to sell them. . 


— 
The strength of Metropolitan is a matter 
of general. comment. Several times the 
bears undertook to depress this issue, but 
each time it resisted the attack and held well. 
The short interest in the security was report- 
ed to be none too comfortable. There were 
many doleful tales of paper profits converted 
into losses, or big losses actually taken, 
heard .today. As an illustration one 15,000 
share account was closed out during the day 
for a 20 point loss, or exactly $300,000, to the 
Standard Oil people, who have been quoted 
recently in a more or less extravagant fash- 
ion as being bullish. St. Paul was little in 
evidence. Traders on the floor say that at 
the break to 160% there seemed to be no bot- 
tom ‘or the stock. The tables were turned 
in Union Pacific and Southern Pacific, the 
latter being a conspicuously weak feature, 
while Union Pacific closed with but a frac- 
tional decline, on pool selling of Southern Pa- 
cific. It was reported that London traded in 
this market to, the extent of 15,000 shares, 
selling 5,000 shares in the early trading and 
buying 10,000 shares on the break. One 
10,000 share block. of St. Paul, Which was 
bought at 165 and aarried up to 198, was liq- 
uidated in the market. The buyer has been 
holding for 210. ‘

We knew the real prophet would one day, 
like Columbus, discover America, and it is 
with infinite pleasure, one must confeas, that 
one takes up Lazare Weiller’s hook upon us, 
Les Grandes Idees d'un Grand Peuple 
“The Great Ideas of a Great People —for 
we have at last been understood as a nation, 
as a people. We have found our prophet, 
and a man of incontestable authority at that, 
The title of the book alone wins one. Wéare 
no longer the peoples of *“‘ Outre Mer,“ the 
people across the sea, but 4 great people 
with great ideas—a nation, the author says,

stupendous, and Weiller has grasped the 
secrets of our success, as a people and as a 
nation, with exceptional perception, His 
book is neither flattery nor exaggeration, nor 
is it without eriticism here and there, 


Lazare Weiller needs no introductiéh te 
us. He visited America last year upon an 
official mission of his government. He came, 
he saw, and one may say we conquered. Hs 
is one of the most influential men in France 
today, the architect of his own fortunes, & 
self-made man in the highest. acceptances 
of the word.

He dis- 
counts the philosophers heavily in favor of 
the poets, saying, Our poets have been our 
clearest thinkers.“ But it is in point to re- 
mark that, with few exceptions, they have 
neither believed in the transmigration of 
souls nor disbelieved in a personal God. 

There are many other points which invite 
remark did space permit. With the best en-
